PAKISTAN, TURKEY PRESS AGENCY CCOPERATION--Pakistan and Turkey signed two agreements 
this afternoon. One of them envisages a 3-year program of cultural exchanges. It is 
in continuation of the implementation of the cultural protocol of 1953 which is re- 
newed every 3 years. It provides for the introduction of the Oaide Azam Fellowships 
to acquaint Turkish brettern with the deeds and ideals of the father of the nation 
and the ideology of Pakistan. It stipulates the exchange of educational experts, 
scholars, professors, educational (?aides) and books, bibliographies, publications, 
visual arts and folk (?song) troupes between Pakistan and Turkey. It also provides 
for exchange of artists and cultural experts, library equipment, sportsmen, coaches 
and cooperation between the ASSOCIATED PRESS OF PAKISTAN and the ANATOLIA NEWS AGENCY 
and journalists of the two countries. The holding of film festivals, book exhibitions 
and cooperatioi: in the field of broadcasting and telecasting including the exchange 
of documentativun also come under the purview of this program. The other agreement 
provides for mutual assistance in criminal matters. The federal law minister and 

the Turkish minister of justice signed the agreement on behalf of their countries.

NEPAL-JAPAN RADIO CENTERS AGREEMENT--Letters concerning the construction work to 
certify an agreement signed between his majesty's government and the Government of 
Japan for the setting up of medium-wave radio transmission centers in Katmandu and 
Pokhra Valley as well as a studio in Katmandu were exchanged in Katmandu today. The 
construction work will be carried out at an estimated cost of 115 million rupees. 
Of this amount, 105 million rupees will be made available as assistance from Japan 
and the balance will be met by his majesty's government. According to the program, 
medium-wave transmitters of 100-kilowatt capacity each will be set up in (Bhaikopati) 
of Lalitpur and (Malipati) of Pokhra. A modern studio building equipped with all 
modern technical facilities will also be set up at Singhadarbar. The project will 
be completed within the next 15 months. On completion of the project, medium—wave 
broadcasting services can be extended to 55 percent of Nepal's total population.

BHASKARA-2 IMPROVEMENT OVER PREDECESSOR--Bangalore, Oct 9 (UNI)--Bhaskara-II, 
India's second earth observation satellite now awaiting transportation to the 
Soviet Union for its scheduled launch in the middle of next month, has undergune 
certain configural modificatiuns aimed at improved performance and reliability. 
The modifications made in the light of the experience gained by the Indian Space 
Research Organisation (ISRO) in the working of its predecessor Bhaskara-I would 
enable a more sensitive measurement of total water content in the atmosphere. Cer- 
tain changes have also been made to avert the snag that caused the malfunctioning 
of the television camera system in Bhaskara-I. Some cf the changes made in Bhas- 
kara-~II to eliminate the anomalies encountered in Bhaskara-I include direct con- 
nection of the high voltage to the television tube in the camera system to offset 
the ‘corona discharge’ that caused the initial breakdown of the cameras of Bhas- 
kara-I. Bhuskara-II would carry a two band television camera system for visible 
and near infra-red imaging and a three-frequency radio meter operating at 19, 22 
and 31 GHZ frequencies. All the ground supporting systems including mission con- 
trol at SHAR, Sriharikota as well as ground stations at SHAR, Ahmedabad and Bears- 
lake at Moscow are getting ready for the inorbit operations of the satellite.

Other cities to have TV station during the period are Ahmedabad, 
Hyderabad and Bangalore, she said. Adding that Indore would have TV only with the 
installation of the micro-wave relay system between Bombay and Delhi. As for TV in 
Bhopal, Miss Joshi said there was no possibility to this effect during the sixth 
Plan period. The minister said colour television would be introduced in Delhi dur- 
ing the 1982 Asian Games at a cost of Rs 24 crore. The Government has taken up a 
phased programme for the expansion of black and white TV network in the country. 
With the installation of the Insat-I communication satellite in 1982, the process 
would be accelerated, she said.

SIGNAL COMMUNICATIONS BRANCH CONDUCTS MILITARY SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 7 Oct 81 ppl, 4 


[Article by Le Nhu Tien: “Signal Canmunications Forces Promote Military Scientific 
Research to Support Combat and Build Up Their Own Branch") 


[Text] Following the issuance of the resolution of the Military Cammission of the 
Party Central Cammittee on military science during the new stage, the party committee 
in the signal communications branch held a symposium to assess the military scientific 





research and to set forth guidelines for the next 5 years. Afterwards, many conferences 


were held to specifically and carefully discuss the intensification of military scien- 
tific and technical research within the branch and its subordinate units. 


The branch has made it a habit of considering military scientific activities as a 
regular task of various sectors, levels, units and responsible organs which play a key 
steering role. On the basis of their aptitudes, experiences and scopes of activity, 
the various units have accepted research topics. The branch headquarters have also 
directed units to closely link military scientific research with military technique. 


Dao Van Suu and the signal communication bureau in Military Region 1 have successfully 
studied the installation on a vehicle of a mobile central signal station by using the 

existing equipment (including restored means captured from the enemy and heterogeneous 
parts) in order to meet the requirements of the interbranch commander. 


The advantage of this mobile central station is the possibility of rapid deploynent 
and withdrawal and convenient mobility. 


Based on the experiences in maintaining local signal communications during the war 
against the Chinese aggression, the signal communications forces in Military Region 2 
have chosen the M. District as a pilot area to carry out research and to formulate 
theories on the maintenance of signal communications within the district and province 
in accordance with the method of conducting a local people's war. 


To ensure signal secrecy, the Signal Communications Technique Institute has studied 
the ciphering and deciphering system used in signal and telephonic communications. 
The signal communications officers' training school is about to complete a program of 
general research into the art of organizing signal communications at the strategic 
level for joint combat operations, The Chi Lang Military Corps has accepted to apply 
a special topic entitle? "the use of signal communications in combat" in order to 
develop the effectiveness of all simple signal communications equipments existing in 
the main force units and among the people. 








As a hard-core organ which directly guides military scientific research, the military 
science bureau of the branch has also undertaken major topics such as the recapitulation 
of signal cammunications activities during the anti-U.S. war, the determination of a 
model system of regulations and statutes for the branch, the campilation of a system 

of documents aimed at maintaining signal communications during different campaigns, 

the perfection of special documents for the signal communicatias branch and activities 
and the simultaneous conduct of numerous activities to put the scientific task of 
managing data and maintaining signal communications into the right and regular track.

PAN-AFRICAN NEWS AGENCY’ SESSION OPENS IN LAGOS 
AB191615 Lagos NAN in English 1525 GMT 19 Nov 81 


[Text} Lagos, 19 Nov (NAN)--Nigeria has established direct submarine 1: elecommunica- 
tions links with Abidjan, Ivory Coast and Dakar, Senegal, and plans are under way to 
open the Lagos-Nairobi satellite link for the PAN-AFRICAN NEWS AGENCY (PANA). 


President Shehu Shagari said this in a message to the second conference of the West 
Regional Pool of PANA whicn began in Lagos today. 


He said that Nigeria's internal telecommunications network and that of the NEWS 
AGENCY OF NIGERIA (NAN) had been re-informed, and that arrangements had been made 
for high frequency teleprinter broadcasts to member-states of the pool. 


President Shagari said that already, there was a provision of three-room office 
accommodation for the use of the PANA regional pool in Lagos. 


He urged delegates to the conference to identify and agree on which member states 
in the pool were capable of constituting the nucleus of PANA West Regional Service 
and fix a firm date for the commencement of the service. 


The president said: “Africa needs now, more than ever before, the facilities for 
the free flow of objective and patriotic news which only PANA can provide.” He 
said that the imbalance in the flow of news between the developed and developing 
countries and the selfish manipulation and the domination of the situation by a 

few news agencies had not been corrected, and that “thesituation is in fact becoming 
more serious.” 


President Shagari observed that Africa had remained a fertile group for neo-colonial- 
ist and racist manipulation because ‘We have lacked the tools to ensure the free 
flow of unbiased and unadulterated news within Africa and between Africa and the 
rest of the world.” 


The president's meesage was read on his behalf Sy the presidential adviser on in- 
formation, chief Olu Adebanjo. 


The director-general of PANA, Sheikh Ousmane Diallo, told the delegates that the 
agency had already prepared a formal legal instrument titled “Headquarters Agreement 











between PANA and the general headquarters in Dakar, Senegal, and between it and 
regional pool headquarters." He said that the agency had also prepared the rele- 
vant regulations governing personnel and conditions of service, staff regulation 
and salary. 


The director-general said that 24 member-countries had laid their financial con- 
tributions and that it expected more than 1 million naira--between 197° and 1981. 


Sheikh Diallo told the delegates that PANA was planning to establish a school of 
journalism for the Portuguese speaking countries of member-states in cooperation with 
UNESCO because of the manpower needs of those countries and their desire to parti- 
cipate actively in the activities of the agency. 


The regional conference, scheduled to begin yesterday, was postponed because of the 
death of Governor Shehu Kangiwa of Sokoto State. A proposal today by Guinea that 
Nigeria should be the chairman of the meeting, while the secretary should come from 
Gambia, was unanimously adopted. A special message by the delegates condoled 
President Shagari on the death of the Sokoto State governor. 


Present at today's meeting are delegates from Niger Republic, Guinea-Bissau, Guinea, 
Gamb‘a, Senegal, Upper Volta, Togo and the host country, Nigeria.

BOLAMA TO HAVE PERMANENT LINK WITH CAPITAL 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 24, Oct 81 p 3 


[Excerpts] Bolama will get a permanent telephone connertion with the country's 
capital, NO PINTCHA learned in that city. The telephone link with Bissau has so 
far been operational only during working hours and connections were closed down 

on weekends and holidays. The reasons, according to the official in charge of the 
post office station, have to do with personnel shortage and fuel rationing which 
do not make it possible to operate the exchange permanently. 


In analyzing the situation during the meeting, Comrade Orlando Nhaga, the current 
chairman of the Party and Government Committee of the Bolama-Bijagos region, 
emphasized that the new government team will have to address itself to this issue 
in order to find a viable way out. According to the official, this situation has 
had wide repercussions among the population and a solution to the problem can also 
in part solve the communications problems of the island. 


It was proposed that the electric power plant of the state committee be used with 

a capacity of 220 kwh during its operating time (from 1200 until 1500 and .900 
until 2300) to run the telephone network. During the remaining hours, the CTT 
[post, telegraph and telephone] would operate with their own generator thus saving 
much more fuel, contrary to what has been happening until now, when the two genera- 
tors are run simultaneously. 


Telephone for Bolama-de-Baixo 


On the other hand, a proposal for the hiring of two mo.e officials will be presented 
to the SECT [Secretariat of State for Post Office and Telecommunications along with 
the installation of telephones at the airport and in Bolama-de-Baixo and Ga-Muria, 
towns located more than 20 kilometers from Bolama. At the time, a project for the 
installation of a telephone in Bolama-de-Baixo had been approved but only the line 
had been strung. In the meantime, according to the regional delegate, the line was 
cut by the local people who used the wire for various purposes, in particular to 
make craft objects.

Mr Mlamba said the 
corporation's first telecommunication programme aimed at opening up new exchanges 
in rural areas. He said Kaptarakwa would be served from Eldoret via Kaptaget. 
Centres like Chepkorio, Ainabkoi and Tongaren were being surveyed for exchanges, 
he added. Mr Miamba said the apparent high demand for lines at Bahati and 

Gilgil was short-lived, while services at Elmentaita were adequate. He said 

the corporation would expand services in Nakuru at a cost of over Sh. 10 million.

IMPROVEMENT IN TELEPHONE ACOUSTICS PLANNED 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 23 Oct 81 p 3 


[Text] New antennas will be set up in Dondo. The listening quality on inter-city 
telephone calls and circuits running between provinces will be improved shortly in 
Beira with the installation, near Vila do Dondo, in Sofala, of antennas and new 
equipment in the telecommunications sector,it was reported yesterday in Beira by 
DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE. Jose Portraite, manager of the automatic telephone exchange 
in Beira, added that, as a result of the execution of this project, conditions will 
improve considerably since the Monte Ghiluvo exchange will cease to continue 
operating with a poor sound propagation and distribution level. 


Portraite also said that these problems come up many times because the Chiluvo 
station is overcrowded; this situation will change completely following the instal- 
lation of the new antennas plus some new equipment in Dondo. 


As a matter of fact, because the equipment has reached the end of its useful life 
and because of some other technical conditions, making a phone call today, anywhere, 
primarily outside the city, is a real adventure almost anywhere in the land. There 
are quite a few cases in which calls either were not put through, or, if they were 
put through, the listening quality was very bad. 


The same situation is true of telephone cables--constituting a big means of communi- 
cation and a public utility--almost all of which have been damaged and nobody seems 
to care to repair them. 


Further commenting on this situation, Jose Portraite said that "the damaged equip- 
ment in certain cases cannot be repaired; this is why it is difficult at this time 
to get these facilities to operate reliably. There are persons who damage the coin 
boxes and they even break them open and run away with the money.” 


As for the failure to install home telephones which interested citizens have applied 
for, it was announced that nothing is being done here because the capacity of the 
Beira exchange is fully taken up. 


The CTA official in conclusion gave us an idea of all of the problems faced by that 
sector. He noted: The CTA services at this time are struggling to improve operations 
and to correct the existing 2bnormalities; we are struggling with a series of 
problems springing from thé lack of spare parts for the maintenance of existing 
equipment. The spare parts we need can only be gotten abroad.

KIRSH AID FOR TV--The Kirsh Group may be extending its range of activities in 
Swaziland to include television broad::asting. Negotiations axe taking place with 
the Swaziland Government which could result in the Government stepping in to take 
over the ailing Swaziland Television Broadcasting Corporation. Electronic Rentals, 
which is the parent company of TV rental company, Visionhire, is at present under 
contract to the Swaziland Government to run STBC. Electronic Rentals has lost a 
considerable amount in its attempt to keep what appears to be an economically un- 
feasible television company running and {s now apparently asking the Swazi Govern- 
ment to be released from its contract. Two surveys which the Government has com- 
missioned, one of which was undertaken by the Kirsh Group, have shown that it is 
not economically viable to run a small television service.

[Text] Teledata's use is growing by leaps and bounds--in West Germany alone it is 
believed that there will be 1 million teledata subscribers by 1986. 


Large department stores and the largest mail order firms in Europe have long listed 
complete inventories by teledata. Even today, German teledata offers information on 
restaurants listed geographically indicating their specialties and all or parts of 
their menus. 


In Norway the Telecommunications Administration has conducted tests since the fall of 
1979 in order to decide how a teledata service should be developed in Norway. Private 
testing is also underway--erpecially among the press. 


From 20 to 22 October, a teledata conference and a large exhibition with many par- 
ticipants will be held at the Skinn Center in Oslo. 


Incotel 


"Honeywell Bull also wishes to make itself known here, even though we do not really 
have a complete line ready for the Norwegian market,” public relations director 
Steffen Myklebust said recently at a meeting with the press. Nevertheless, Honeywell 
Bull wants to demonstrate that it is active in this field and is presenting its 
Incotel--a teledata system for both private and public use--at Teledata 861. 


At the press conference, in which sales manager Erik Myreng and many other repre- 
sentatives from the company participated, it was explained that the heart of the 
Incotel system is the Incoterm minicomputer. Television screens that are modified

‘AFTENPOSTEN BEGINS TELEDATA NEWSPAPER SERVICE 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 20 Oct 81 p 41

[Text] APTENPOSTEN's teledata newspaper “Ajour” is a new feature in the Norwegian 
test project. It first went on the air 11 October and “publication” will end in a 
few weeks. The experience gained by AFTENPOSTEN during this relatively short test 
period will help create a basis for a later decision om the extent to which Norway's 
largest newspaper will be involved in the teledata field when the new medium comes 
into general use in this country. 


"We have installed some equipment at various types of companies and attempted to 
involve those who already have teledata equipment as part of the Norwegian test 

project so they can watch our telecasts and comment on the presentation,” said 

"Ajour” editor Morten Abel, who ordinarily is assistant editor of AFTENPOSTEN's 
business section. “We are interested in comments concerning how simple or difficult 
the equipment is to operate, how viewers feel about the choice of material in the 
teledata newspajer, what they think about the possibilities of teledata as a commercial 
medium, whether they could conceivably have teledata at the office or at home, and 

in general we are open to suggestions for new things we can do with a ‘newspaper’ such 
as ‘Ajour.'” 


Included in AFPTENPOSTEN's small-scale test project are a large shipbuilding company, 
a branch bank, a travel agency, a medium-sized industrial company, and several pro- 
minent people of the press. “The latter are involved because we are also interested 
in professional reactions from our colleagues,” said Abel, who also believes that 
AFPTENPOSTEN's test broadcasts are being followed closely by press people involved 

in courses at the Institute of Journalism. An attempt was also made to install 
teledata equipment on an oil platform in the North Sea, but this attempt was 
abandoned because of practical problems. 


"What type of materiai is presented in ‘Ajour?'” "Since qly a handful of people in 
the Norwegian test project have teledata equipment at home--the great majority of the 


equipment is found in industry and at various institutes--in addition to the latest 
news, we have concentrated primarily on business. For this reason, much of the 
material in ‘Ajour’ is related to the economy, but sports reports are also used 


extensively, since this medium is well suited to presenting standings, for example. 
The news is updated as often as we find necessary, several times each day.” 














AFTENPOSTEN's own teledata equipment is located in the main editorial room and, 
naturally enough, many remarks have been made by workers in the building. Some see 
this new medium as a newspaper, while others view it as television. Morten Abel 
Stresses, however, that it is neither of these, but rather a unique medium in addition 
to newspapers and television. 


‘Teledata invites the use of colors and special effects, but AFTENPOSTEN is clearly 
restraint in the use of special effects on the “pages. We seem rather 
e, to 'Tele-Tidende,' produced by BERGENS TIDENDE.” 
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"Our straightforward approach is designed with our viewers in mind. In the future 

Our customers will probably pay by the pace. Since there is relatively little 
material on each teledata page, we prefer to limit the use of special effects in order 
to include as much solid material as possible,” Abel said. 


“How do you see the future of a medium such as teledata?” 


“Telecata will be a supplement to the newspapers, not a replacement. Since, as men- 
re is a limited amount of space on each teledata ‘page,’ only 

headlines can be written We can state that a company is operating at a loss, but 

to find out why there was a loss, the teledata reader must buy a newspaper. Having 
1id this, however, I believe that in the future teledata could become a useful tool, 
pecially in business. It will be possible to see on a TV screen in an office 

when planes are leaving for London. It will be possible to order a ticket using this 

medium, gather much practical information on the city or country one intends to visit, 

ind even reserve tickets at a theater in London. Many possibilities may become 

available through teledata,” Abel said. He believes that teledata’s primary market 

will be in industry. If the medium is to enter the hame, it must be made open to 

xdvertising.

GOVERNMENT EXPECTED TO DECIDE ON TELEDATA IN 1982 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 20 Oct 81 p 41 
[Article: “Political Position Probable Next Year") 


[Text] In the long-range plan presented by the National Telecommunications Admin- 
istration early last year, it is assumed that teledata could be offered to industry 
beginning in 1983 and to private households 2 years later. However, the responsible 
authorities must decide if teledata is to be introduced in Norway. If estimates 

for when the service can be introduced are based on the Telecommunications Admin- 
istration's long-range plan, the necessary political decisions must be made already 
in 1982. The Telecommunications Administration estimates that the teledata service 
would have 23,000 subscribers by the end of 1993. 


"In my opinion, the politicians should soon know enough about teledata to reach a 
decision on whether or not the service should be introduced in this country,” Kjell 
Olav Mathisen said at the Telecommunications Administration's Research Institute. 
Mathisen is head of the teledata research project that has been underway in Norway 
Since 1979 and that is to be completed at the end of the year. Teledata projects 

are underway in a number of countries. Many of the projects are at an advanced stage. 
In Great Britain, for example, teledata is already a general service that is marketed 
under the name Prestel. Today the first conference and exhibition on teledata in 
Scandinavia opens in Oslo. 


Over a 3 day period, about 250 participants and 30 speakers will deal with the possi- 
bilities and the development of this new information medium. Of course the computer 
industry is well represented at Teledata 61, but representatives of the press, 
publishers, public administrators, and the National Telecommunications Administration 
are also among the participants at the conference, which was arranged by the Nor- 
wegian Center for Informatior Science (NSI). In other words, if the politicians 

have difficulty reaching a decision on the future of teledata in Norway, it will not 
be from a lack of information. 


A progress report on teledata in Scandinavia would indicate that Finland begai com- 
mercial operation last year, Denmark will begin official testing next year, while 
tests are already underway in Norway and Sweden. The Swedes have also decided that 
commercial teledata service for in@fustry should begin in mid-1982. Looking beyond 
Scandinavia, we see that teledata is a commercial service in Great Britain, while 
France and West Germany are in an advanced stage of testing. 
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At a press conference in Oslo on Monday the head of the British Prestel service, 
Richard Hooper, stated that almost 13,000 terminals are connected to the system at 
present. As much as 87 percent of these are found in industry and the rest are in 
private homes. About 650 information sources have contributed more than 200,000 
“pages” to Prestel with each “page” containing 75 to 100 words. Earlier last year 
Prestel was expanded to a kind of world service, with subscribers in 20 countries. 
The largest groups using Prestel are travel agencies and financial institutions. 
Each month between 400 and 600 new subscribers are connected to the system. 


Teledata testing began in Norway in 1979 and so far most of the Norwegian testing "as 
been channeled through the activities of the Telecommunications Administration. 
Thirty information sources have fed 4,000 pages of information into a minicomputer 

at Kjeller outside Oslo. A total of 70 terminals have access to the data base via 
telephone lines, project leader Kjell Olav Mathisen stated at the press conference. 


The experience gained with teledata so far in Norway indicates that this will be 
primarily a service for industry. 


Sweden completed 2.5 years of teledata testing--or DataVision, as it is called--on 

1 October this year and in June next year it will be offered to industry on a com 
mercial basis. Expansion will keep pace with demand. The service will be set up 
initially for 3,000 subscribers. According to Bo Adolfsson of the Swedish Tele- 
communications Administration's headquarters, it is believed in Sweden that DataVision 
will be a viable information and communications medium for industry and a valuable 
supplement to other services offered by the Telecommunications Administration. At 
present there are no plans to expand the service to include private homes since no 
real market in this sector is anicipated before the end of the 1960's. 
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
